. protest against what she conmiders the
Iateat and most flagrant desccration of
our nationkl amblem.

Whather thess woman are achuated by
& misgulded wonss of patriotism, of
whather they are merely after cheap no-
toriety, I do not know,” Mre. Mitchell
neid. "It may be they nre s gind to
belong to the only blg countrs rot In the
war that they are taking thin way of
advortising the fact. At any rate, It s
the duty of every patriotie woman In
Amerien to do her best to teach raver-
enoe and respect for the flug and to show
hor disapproval of this sort of thing.

“The flag |18 not an ornam«nt. Nor Is
it a decoratlon,” she contlnued +vehe-
mently. "It Is a natonal emblem and
ahould never be used except ns such. To
decarate your tablen with it, to have it
flaunted here, there and everywhare, on
papor napking and such things, I8 to put
it to wrong use. Certainly for a woman
to trim her ankls with the stars and
stripea |8 too base a thiog.*

Mrs. Mitchell is the chalrman of the
Flag Committes of the Natlonal Soclety
of the Daughtera of the Foundors and
Potriota of America, and ths president of
the Peunaylvanla Chapter of the mpame
soplety, She 18 also the chalrman of the
Independence Bguare Committea of ths
Dnughters of the American Revolution,
historlian of the Pannsyivanin Soclaty of
the Dames of the Loyal Legion and a
member of the Daughtors of 1512

“I took the matter up at & meeting of
the D. A, R. this morning," she sald,

In my attitude In regard to this matter,

A SMOOTH GLIDE

“Opera Waltz,” Newest
Adaptation From Modern
Steps, Said to Be the Most
Graceful Yet.

Thoss enthusianta among the devoleds
of the modern danoes who have always
innlsted that “evenness”’ and ‘smooth-

ness'’ |8 the fupdamental rule for doing
them well, have hnd their belief vindl-
cated In the great popularity of two new
dances, ao oalled, the “opera tango’ and
the “opera walts,” recently Introduced
in New York and Phlladeiphin

While the “opera tango' and the "“opern
wilts'' are termed dances, they are In
‘reality rather @ method of exocution
which can be applisd Just an effectively
to all varieties of the modern dances, The
formula cannot ba batter exprossad than
in the statemont, ‘dance as If you were
carrying a pall of water on your head.”

The idea Is not at nll & new one. It has
for n long time boen the generally ne-
coptad method of duncing followed by
that msocinl sat who are commonly idan-
tifted as opera boxholders, and it 1a from
this fact that the two dances mentioned
deriva thelr name.

Much of the yvulgarity that has been
the sourca of oriticism of the modern
dances has bheen attributable to an exag-
geration of certaln stepn which wers in
themaelven Inoffenalve enough,

Among the socially elact, from thes very
firat tha tendency has heen toward errving
on the slde of conservatiam rather than
on the mids of exanggeration,

THE EXTREME OF CONSERVATISM.

The result ham been that, while the
modern dances as universally danced have
long ceasnd to be vulgar and the tendon-
ey towird conservatism hos been carried
to an extreme by n restricted class of
dancers, nevertheless that extreme of au-
perlative smoothness and svenness Is the
most beautiful and graceful method of
all.

A teacher explainn the opern tango and
the opera walts as follows:

“Tha whola (dea s the slmplicity and
evenness of it he says “The effect |a
of floating along on the music, without
any firegulnrities or sharp breaks. Thae
dances are both modified veratons of onae
or more of the older dunces and slops,
with no open positions and with the Ir-
regular figures and motions anll left out,
The smooth movemoents are brought to-
Esther,

The opera tango s & mueh-modifed
veralon of the old tango, a0 arranged as
to revolutionlse the old tango [des, yet
kooping some of the nome steps. 'The
musle must be slow and dreamy. as in
an old-time waltz, gnd must be playsd
very evenly and regularly.

““I'he man staris on his right foot, the

womnan on her left, as all tangos do.
They iake two stralght steps, thon a
Httle hiteh step, mhort, hut still emooth;
the mun brings his left fool up to the
right, and that general Agure Is repented
wavarnl times; then they move Into the
‘cartes’ from the Parislan tango. After
that the man falla back four ataps, the
womnan following, and the cortes I8 re-
pented ns often nn dexlred.

"“Than, the man mtarting on hin 10l
fopt and the woman on her right, they go
Into the double cortes,, firat on one foot
and then on the other, which s very like
the walle step,

“The opera waltz owes lts derivation
to saveral dances—the opera tango, the
one-step and the old Boston dip. They
Are nll greatly modifiad, of course, In the
featurcs that are combined. With the

min on his right foot and the woman on |

her left,
henltation
then a slow step on the right foot, then
two steps, and aftor that a alight hesl-
tatlon  forward, the womnan swinging
hackward, Then the man ralses his right
foot slightly and falls back on hin left
foot, plvoting to the left after that on his
right heel; he rises on the toea of hin
right foot and makes n hall turn back
to his right heel, the girl following
ardiind with the man as a pivot In a
slight hesltation atop, from which they
move hack to the grapevine figure that In
the beginning of the dance,

“Tt In ‘ensentinl that all movemants bae
stralght movemonta, with no  audden
changes. We want to get away from the
old acrobatie agility Into a eimpler and
more graceful, as well as smoother, form
of dance, It ix necessary, also, to have
the musle played slowly In both thess
dances."
